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Garlic Oil Sure Beats DDT 


Garlic has always been a 


helpful herb, except, of course, 
when we eat too much of it before 
an important business meeting 
or a big date. When used in 
moderation, it can improve the 
flavor of a leg of lamb or a loaf of 
French bread. Roman soldiers 
chewed it to give them courage. 
According to the folklore of 
many lands, garlic bulbs are 
useful in warding off witches and 
evil spirits. The ancients 
believed a liberal dose could cure 
any number of diseases, improve 
digestion (which may come as a 
surprise to those who have to 
reach for the bicarbonate of soda 
after an Italian meal), or even 
increase the chances of con- 
ception. 


Garlic's greatest services to 


mankind may come in the future, 
however. Two Indian biologists 
have discovered that garlic oil 
kills the larvae of certain 
mosquitoes, 
flies 
and 


agricultural pests. But unlike 
DDT and other commercial 
pesticides, it does not destroy 
birds and animals. And the worst 
it can do to man is cause some 
t e m p o r a r y 
abdominal 


discomfort. 


So the little bulb, a cousin of 


the lily, may provide an answer 
to those who insist that disease 
and famine will spread across 
Asia and Latin America if the 
use of DDT and other poisons is 
banned 
or 
limited. More 


research is needed to determine 
just how effective garlic oil is. 
But if it keeps undesirable in- 
sects under control without 
poisoning our environment, we 
may finally be able to end the 
reckless use of lethal chemicals.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Buffalo River came a step 
closer Monday to being named 
a national park—a bill which 
would make it a park passed on 
a Voice vote in the U.S. House 
of Representatives. 


"I am delighted with the 


speedy action and I anticipate 
differences with the Senate ver- 
sion will soon be resolved and 
the President will sign the bill 
into law," said Rep. John Paul 
Hanunerschmidt, R-Ark., au- 
thor of the bill. 


The bill authorizes 132 miles 


of the Buffalo for public use. 
The area includes 96,700 acres. 


The measure includes an au- 


thorized appropriation of $16 
million for land acquisition. 
President Nixon's budget in- 
doded $4 million for such land 
acquisition. 


The bill passed by the House 


also includes an authorized ap- 
propriation of $9 million for de- 
velopment of the area during a 
five-year period. 


SAIGON (AP) - A rift was 


reported today between Presi- 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu and the 
Nixon administration over polit- 
ical aspects of President Nix- 
on's new peace proposals. 
Thieu sent word to Washington 
that South Vietnam's political 
figure must be negotiated by 
Saigon and not by the United 
States. 


High-level diplomatic sources 


said Thieu was angered by Sec- 
retary of State William P. Ro- 
gers' statement that the U.S. 


government is "flexible" on the 
provision of Nixon's eight-point 
peace proposal calling for 
Thieu's resignation one month 
before a new presidential elec- 
tion. 


Nixon's plan does not rule out 


Thieu as a candidate in the 
election, and observers in Sai- 
gon say the longer the time be- 
tween his resignation and the 
voting, the more his political 
strength would weaken.

Meals for Elderly 
Passes in House 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


House has passed and sent to 
the Senate a bill setting up a 
pilot program to give free or 
low-cost meals to needy per- 
sons 60 years of age or older. 


The plan would allocate $100 


million for fiscal 1973 programs 
and $150 million for fiscal 1974 
distribution. The money would 
be given to states operating 
programs approved by the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 


The grants would be based on 


population statistics. 


The House bill, passed Mon- 


day on a 350-23 vote, is similar 
to one already approved in the 
Senate.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Arkansas House approved with- 
out discussion today Gov. Dale 
Bumpers' bill to change the pri- 
mary election dates and let the 
political parties choose their 
own methods of selecting dele- 
gates to the national con- 
ventions. 


The bill cleared the house 88- 


1 with Rep. George Davis of 
Horatio casting the lone vote in 
opposition. 


Although there was no debate 


on the bill itself, a flap oc- 
curred when Rep. George No- 
wotny Jr. of Fort Smith, a Re- 
publican sought to give notice 
of reconsideration of the meas- 
ure, a parliamentary move that 
normally could tie up the bill 
for up to three days. 


But Speaker Ray S. Smith Jr. 


of Hot Springs ruled that in the 
special session all notices of re- 
consideration would have to be 
considered immediately. The 
House refused on a vote of 26-59 


to reconsider its approval of 
the bill. 


Nowotny, protesting Smith's 


ruling, said, "I'm appalled this 
is no longer a debating forum 
when we have a special ses- 
sion." 


He said that all he wanted 


was a day or a day and a half 
to study the measure and to de- 
termine what the people want- 
ed. He wondered whether the 
legislature was taking the ac- 
tion to "facilitate" the wishes 
of the national Democratic par- 
ty, since 
Republicans 
have 


charged that the measure is de- 
signed solely to straighten out 
state Democrats' delegate se- 
lection problems.

Bumpers said the historical

Tax Reform Is Linked to 
Debt-Ceiling Increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


multistage campaign to deny 
President Nixon a debt-ceiling 
increase unless he backs tax 
reform opens today in the 
House. 


The initial skirmish-which 


the tax reformers expect to 
lose—will be before the House 
Rules Committee, which is con- 
sidering legislation to increase 
the limit on Treasury borrow- 
ing from |430 billion to $450 bil- 
lion. 


Nixon asked for a ISO-billion 


increase, but the House Ways 
and Means Committee cut the 


figure to $20 billion to make 
sure the administration would 
have to come back for another 
financial accounting before the 
November election. 


Speaking for a group of liber- 


al Democrats pushing the tax- 
reform issue, Rep. Henry S. 
Reuss, D-Wis., has reserved 
time before the Rules Committee 
to argue that it send the bill to the 
House floor Wednesday under 
procedures allowing him and his 
allies to offer an amendment. 


Their 
proposed 
addition 


would require Nixon to submit 


a comprehensive income tax 
reform plan by May 1. 


The reform proponents ex- 


pect the committee to turn 
them down and send the bill to 
the House with a no-amend- 
ment rule. 


They will try to defeat this 


expected procedural ruling, ar- 
guing that a vote against it is a 
vote for tax reform. 


If they lose again, they will 


try to defeat the bill itself. 
Reuss said he thinks Nixon 
would agree in such a case to 
sponsor tax reforms.

Swiss Woman Wins 
2nd Gold Medal

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 


kids on the UCLA campus are 
joking these days that Larry 
Hollyfield is the only college 
bench warmer who'll become a 
starter as a pro. 


Even UCLA basketball Coach 


John Wooden admits that the 
muscular junior forward 
is 


"probably the greatest physical 
talent on the team" and says 
"when he gets himself under 
control, he's an outstanding 
prospect. 
And he's coming 


along very well." 


Thus it's hard for Hollyfield, 


and the UCLA rooting section, 
to understand why he doesn't 
start. They feel the record 
speaks for itself: 


Hollyfield is 6 feet 5, weighs 


215 pounds and jumps with 
power and grace. He's built 
like a football fullback, shoots 
left-handed jump shots with 
deadly accuracy and has been 
compared with UCLA's recent 
AU-American, Sidney Wicks. 
Wooden says the two are from 
the same mold.

His Compton High School team 
w*s sectional champ two years 
in a row and at Compton JC he 
averaged 22 points a game, 
helping win a state title and se- 
lection to the all-state team. 


"Larry has tremendous abili- 


ty," says Wooden, "but he 
hasn't really got it under con- 
trol. He makes too many mis- 
takes and doesn't play con- 
sistently. The reason he doesn't 
start is that I just don't know 
which Larry Hollyfield will 
show up when the 
game 


starts." 


Wooden says the 20-year-old 


"needs more maturity," add- 
ing, "he's better for our team 
by coming off the bench be- 
cause he gives us a big lift."

Dear Dr. Lamb—Our son 


was sent to Fort Ord and we 
are very concerned about the 
meningitis. W h a t kind of 


• ' meningitis is it? Why do 


none of the o t h e r camps 
have it? Could the germ be 
there all the time and lie 
dormant and live with cer- 
tain w e a t h e r conditions? 
What prevents the entire fort 
from getting it? Being so 
contagious, why do they keep 
'sending our sons there? 


I know this is a big order 


• but it is also a big concern, 


not only of our own as par- 
ents, but also of the parents 
oi the 30,000 young men who 
live at Fort Ord. Perhaps it 
should be closed permanent- 
ly. With all the other things 
our boys must endure, we 
don't need this. I truly wish 
one could get more informa- 
tion on the subject. 


Dear Header—I u n d e r- 


stand your concern and I am 
sure a lot of other parents 
feel the same wa> The epi- 
demics arc caused by a bac- 
terium called the meningo- 
coccus, so named because 
the infection with it frequent- 
ly affects the meninges or 
the covering of the brain. 


Infections usually occur in 


s p o r a d i c epidemics. The 
most common type of these 
genus causes infections in 
a p p i o x i in a t e 1 y 20-year 
cycles. Thus, there was an 
epidemic in World War I and 
also in World War II. Mili- 
tary recruits seem to be par- 
ticularly vulnerable but no 
one knows why and 80 to 85 
per cent of the cases occur 
within the first three months 
ot service. 


Certain geographic locali- 


ties seem in o r e prone to 
these epidemics The region 
of Africa below the Sahara 
and north ot the equator is 
known as the meningitis belt. 
They have about 10.000 cases 
a year. Detroit hud a major 
outbreak in 1U29 and report- 
ed 724 cases and halt of the 
people died This was before 
the days ot sulla drugs. The 
meningitis germ is particu- 
larly susceptible to .-ulki. In 
recent years some resistant 
strains have developed but 
at one time suila drills elim- 
inated almost 
.'ill cases ot

Now, why does one person 


develop the disease and an- 
other with the germ in the 
throat fail to? This is one of 
the many unanswered ques- 
tions. 


There is new hope on the 


horizon that we might even 
eliminate infections caused 
by the meningococcus. A 
vaccine may soon be avail- 
able which can produce im- 
munity. Vaccines are a lot 
more reliable than antibi- 
otics. In recent years more 
germs have become resist- 
ant to various forms of anti- 
biotics and there has been a 
constant race to develop bet- 
ter antibiotics before more 
resistant germs develop. 


I presume that the Army 


thinks there won't be an- 
other epidemic of meningitis 
soon since it does occur in 
cycles.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Call-

Prisoners 
Want Union 


NEW YORK (AP) — Inmates 


at Green Haven Prison in 
Stormville, N.Y., are pressing 
for recognition of a labor union 
to act as their bargaining agent 
in matters of wages, working 
conditions, job training and 
fringe benefits. 


More than half of the 1,800 


men at the maximum security 
institution have signed up for 
membership in the incipient 
Prisoners Labor Union, spon- 
sors said Monday. 


And the Executive Committee 


of District 65, Distributive 
Workers of America, which has 
30,000 members, has recom- 
mended that the union be made 
an affiliate. 


Sponsors said the union, 


which is expected to undergo 
ratification votes by both the 
prisoners and the union rank 
and file, would become the first 
in the nation composed ex- 
clusively of prisoners. 


A State Corrections Depart- 


ment spokesman in Albany de- 
clined comment, but Green 
Haven Supt. John L. Zelker 
said he opposed formation of 
the prisoners union.

Business Told to Quit 
Complaining and Act

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon has told a group of 
business executives to quit 
complaining about government- 
imposed wage-price controls 
and 
concentrate instead on 


making them work. 


"There is going to be a lot of 


complaining," Nixon acknowl- 
edged Monday in an appear- 
ance before 1,500 executives at- 
tending the White House Con- 
ference on the Industrial World 
Ahead. 


But Nixon told them, "I am 


prepared to take the heat, be- 
cause I know I have put first 
things first—and full employ- 
ment without inflation in a peri- 


od of peace comes first." 


Nixon then asked the busi- 


nessmen: 


"Are you going to crawl in- 


side a shell and demand protec- 
tion from world competition, or 
are you going to roll up your 
sleeves and increase productiv- 
ity? 


"Are you going to expend 


your 
energies 
complaining 


about controls, or are you going 
to adopt wage-and-price con- 
trols that will remove the pres- 
sure of inflation and the need 
for controls?" 


Nixon said businessmen and 


workers alike have "thought of 
the American economy as a 
kind of giant turtle—fat and 
lazy, with a protective shell 


that seemed impregnable .... 


"The time has come for that 


turtle to stick its neck out and 
get moving—and as it does, it 
will show that America's com- 
petitive spirit is alive and 
healthy, ready to lead the 
world into the new prosperity." 


Earlier, Arjay Miller, dean of 


Stanford University's School of 
Business and former president 
of Ford Motor Co., proposed 
that Congress create a "nation- 
al goals institute" to identify 
priority social needs of the next 
two decades and determine the 
cost of solving them. 


Miller said that many of the 


nation's 
seemingly 
difficult 


goals already are within reach. 


Irish Split Over Demonstration

BELFAST (AP) — Northern. 


Ireland's Roman Catholic lead- 
ers have split over plans for 
another 
demonstration 
on 


Wednesday. 


Bernadette Devlin and the 


Civil Rights Association prom- 
ised a day of disruption across 
the province with "sit-ins, sit- 
downs and all sorts of things." 
But Catholic members of the 
provincial parliament came out 
against the plan and called for 
a 24-hour fast instead. 


Guerrilla gunmen kept up 


their 
terrorist 
campaign 


against British troops during 
the night, shooting and wound- 
ing two off-duty soldiers in 


Omagh and attacking a sentry 
post in Londonderry. No army 
casualties were reported in the 
Londonderry battle, but sol- 
diers said four guerrillas fell 
and were dragged away by 
their comrades. 


The Catholic lawmakers, who 


formed a rump parliament aft- 
er walking out of the provincial 
legislature last year, said they 
oppose the "D-Day of Dis- 
ruption" because they "do not 
want to risk the livelihood of 
anyone in the province." 


The legislators proposed a 


fast starting at midnight Tues- 
day in Londonderry's "Free 
Derry Corner." That is where 
13 civilians were killed Jan. 30 
during clashes with 
British 


paratroopers. 


Under the Special Powers 


Act, the Protestant provincial 
government has banned public 
rallies and marches, and police 
said Monday they have issued 
court summonses for 26 leaders 
of last Sunday's march in New- 
ry. 


Police did not say to whom 


they issued summonses, but 
Miss Devlin, the 24-year-old 
Catholic militant who sits in the 
British Parliament, said she 
had received one. 


In New York, U.N. Secretary- 


General Kurt Waldheim said he 
had offered Britain and the 
Irish republic his good offices 
to help alleviate the situation in 
Northern Ireland and is await- 
ing a reply from Britain.
